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HOME AGAIN 


Battleships Anchor In Hampton 
Roads 


WELCOMED BY THE PRESIDENT 


He Réviews Homecoming Vessels on 
the Mayflower—Crowds on Excur- 
sion Boats Greet Sperry and His 
Men—Much Powder Burned In Sa- 
luting—Festivities Planned For Of- 
ficers and Bluejackets 


Fort Monroe, Va., Feb. 22.—Our 
fleet is home again. Riding safely 
at anchor in the waters of Hampton 
Roads after a welcome such as never 
before warmed the hearts of return- 
ing sailormen are the sixteen “bully” 
vessels that have sailed around the 
world. It is impossible to resist the 
temptation to say that they look as “fit 
for a fight or a frolic” as they did 
when they sailed away from here more 
than fourteen months ago under the 
command of Admiral Evans. 

When the Mayflower; bearing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his invited guests, 
Secretary Newberry and others, sailed 
down the harbor today the guus of 
Fort Monroe told the thousands of 
visitors to these shores that the wel- 
ceme to the fleet would begin soon. 
Immediately the smoke began to rise 
from the stacks of the scores of ex- 
cursion vessels chartered to bear the 
thousands of visitors out to sea to 
welcome the fleet. - Turning their 
bows eastward, they steamed slowly 
after the Mayflower and took up their 
positions as near the presidential 
yacht as safety and the naval regula- 
tions would permit. 

When the Mayflower reached the po- 
sition selected for her off Thimble- 
shoal light her anchor was cast and 


the party aboard prepared to await the | 
Sperry and his | 


coming of Admiral 
ships. Word was sent to the admiral 
that his commander 


hoisted the signal for the fleet to fol- 
low the flagship in. Steaming at a 
fair rate, the Connecticut moved past 
the Mayflower, her guns booming out 
the presidential salute. The May- 
flower responded, and the great naval 
réview was on. 

From that time until the last of the 
twenty-five returning warships had 
sailed past the Mayflower and paid 
its respects to the president in noise 
and smoke there was a continuai roar 
of artillery that shook the Virginia 
hills and made conversation on the ex- 
cursion steamers a difficult task. The 
civilian vessels added to the din with 
sirens and whistles, amid which the 
cheers of the visiting thousands anx- 


come was all but lost. It was a pan- 
demonium such as was never before 
heard in this historic harbor. 

While the fourteen vessels of Sper- 
ry’s fleet that have made the circuit of 
the world, covering more than 42,000 
miles since they left here in Decem- 
ber, 1907, received the greatest 
amount of applause, the two battle- 
ships which joined the fleet on the Pa- 
cific coast and the vessels of Admiral 
Arnold’s convoying squadron received 
their due share of attention. Prob- 
ably the greatest amount of applause 
greeted the appearance of the Con- 
necticut, which was the flagship of the 
fleet throughout the cruise, and the 
Nebraska, which made its first ap- 
pearance on the Atlantic seaboard. 

In reviewing the fleet the Mayflower 
occupied almost exactly the same po- 
sition she did when the president bade 
godspeed to the sixteen battleships at 
the beginning of the cruise. The fleet 
which saluted him today, however, 
presented a more imposing appearance 
than the outbound armada. Then six- 
teen warships sailed south; today 
twenty-five war vessels, including 
twenty battleships, passed in review 
before the commander in chief. 

When the last ship had passed the 
Mayfiower the _ presidential yacht 
weighed anchor and turned to take up 
her positon between the Connecticut 
and the Louisiana. Hardly had she 
cast anchor again when boats were 
cleared from the sides of the vessels 
of the fleet and Admiral Sperry and 
the commanders and executive officers 
of the ships were rowed to the May- 
flower to pay their respects to the 
president. After these official calls 
were paid and the naval men had re- 
turned to their own vessels the 
president visited in turn the flagship 
of each division and met and greeted 
the assembled officers and the repre- 
sentative enlisted men sent to pay the 
respects of the jackies to him. , 

Tonight will be memorable in the 
history of Fort Monroe, Newport 
News and the surrounding towns. 
The focus of the receptions to the re- 
turning sailors will be in the Cham- 

berlain hotel, where the Navy league 
will give a dinner to Sperry and his 
commanding officers. The dinner will 
be followed by a ball, and for several 
days there will be a round of gayeties 
here. Most of them, of course, will 
be reserved for the officers; but the 
enlisted men have not been: forgotten.

Boston, Feb. 24.—A_ suffragist 
demonstration swept into the state 
house Tuesday and, partially baffled in 
an attempt to gain a foothold in a 
legislative committee room already 
half filled with an enthusiastic op- 
position, retired to the broad portico, 
where two noted English women held 
the crowd for two hours, until forced 
off the state house grounds to the Com- 
mon. It was the most impressive ef- 
fort ever made in Biston to obtain a 
change in the constitution giving 
women the right to vote. 

Local suffragists were greatly in- 


the state house this year by the pres- 
ence and the words of Miss Rachel 
Costelli of Oxford and Miss Eleanor 
Randall, two exuberant young Eng- 
lish women, who talked from every 
point of vantage outside the state 
house, leaving the fight before the 
legislative committee on onstitution- 
al amendments to the state organiza- 
tion.

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RUSSIA'S HAND. 
MAY BE FORGED | 


Pessimistic Feeling Over the Sit 
uation In the Balkans 


DUMA LEADERS FEAR CONFLICT 


Express Themselves as Convinced 
That War Is Inevitable—Berlin Ad- 
mits That Situation is Far From 
Being Clear—Uneasiness In France 
Over Germany Having Declined 
Overtures For Intervention 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 25.—The 
pessimism with regard to the Balkan 
crisis is steadily deepening in diplo- 
matic circles, where it is believed that 
Austrian action against Servia may be 
expected within a fortnight unless a 
solution to the present grave problem 
is s0on arranged. 

Foreign office officials state that 
Russia is not disposed to consider an 
invasion of Servia alone ag a casus 
belli, but there is fear that the gov- 
ernment’s hand may be foroed under 


such circumstances by popular feel-- 


ing. The beginning of hostilities 
would throw thousands of Russian 
volunteers into the Servian ranks. 

Duma leaders who visited the for- 
eign office yesterday express them- 
selves as convinced that war is in- 
evitable. Information received from 
Kiev indicates that no military meas- 
ures have yet been undertaken on the 
southwestern frontier, but all applica- 
tions of officers for leave of absence 
have been refused and the Kiev de- 
partment is ready for instant mobiliza- 
tion. 


Russia the Key to the Situation 


Berlin, Feb. 25.—It is admitted 
here that the Balkan situation is not 
clear and will remain clouded until 
those powers which, like France, are 
striving to maintain peace, make their 
voices heard at St. Petersburg and in- 
duce Russia to notify Belgrade that in 
the event of war Servia cannot rely 
upon either direct or indirect Russian 
support. 

Whether: Russia and the other 
powers will use their influence in 
peaceful support of Servia, it is be- 
lieved, depends to a great extent upon 
their success in bringing the Servians 
to a calm attitude appropriate to the 
circumstances. The real key to the 
situation is, for the moment, Russia, 
whose decision is eagerly awaited. 


Powers’ Overtures Declined 

Paris, Feb. 25.—The attitude as- 
sumed by Austria-Hungary and Rus- 
sia in the difficulty between the former 
power and Servia is creating consid- 
erable uneasiness here. France is 
anxious to play the role of pacifier, 
but Germany having declined the 
French, British and Italian overtures 
for intervention at Belgrade, the 
French government has decided, in 
view of the attitude of Russia, to 
initiate no new action except with 
the complete approval of Russia and 
Great Britain. 


ON STATE'S AUTHORITY 


Diseased Cattle Said to Be Soild For 
Use as Food in Massachusetts 
Boston, Feb. 25.—The Post says: 
Cows tainted with tuberculosis and 
condemned by inspectors of the state 
cattle bureau are being sold for beef 

by the state of Massachusetts. 

That this is being done with the 
sanction and under the direction of the 
cattle bureau is shown by an extract 
from a letter written by Dr. Austin 
Peters, chief of the cattle bureau, 
to Frank W. Chase, inspector of ani- 
mals at Oak Bluffs, Mass., recently. 

Diseased cows that have been or- 
dered killed by inspectors of the bu- 
reau are transported to a slaughter 
house in Somerville. When they are 
dead their bodies are cut up. If the 
animal is declared only slightly in- 
fected with tuberculosis Peters allows 
it to be sold for beef. 


MANY HUNDRED CONVERTED 


Great Simultaneous Religious Cam- 
paign In Boston Is Ended 

Boston; Feb. 22.—The greatest re- 
vival campaign which was ever held 
in Boston closed last night with a 
monster service in Mechanics hall af- 
ter a month’s work, in which meet- 
ings have been attended by an esti- 
mated number of 800,000 persons. 

The services were conducted in 150 
churches of Greater Boston. It is 
claimed that many hundred people 
have been converted through the 
meetings, at almost all of which near- 
ly as many people have been turned 
away as were admitted. 


Considered Needless Expense 

Hartford, Feb. 25.—The general 
assembly agreed with a committee 
that it was not worth while to send 
Governor Lilley and his staff and an 
escort of the two companies of foot 
guards as Connecticut’s representives 
at the inauguration of President Taft. 
The resolution called for an appro- 
priation of $12,000. |

‘Washington, Feb, 24.—The presi- — 
dent is authorized to appoint a court” 
of inquiry to determine the qualifica- 
tions for re-enlistment of discharged 
negro soldiers of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry who were accused of shooting 
up Brownsville, Tex., in 1906, by the 
passing of the Aldrich bill. The vote 
was 56 to 26. 

The bill is a compromise measure 
approved by President Roosevelt, 
Senator Foraker and all of the Repub- 
lican members of the committee on 
military affairs. The court of in- 
quiry will act as a board to order ap- 
plications for re-enlistment and 
recommend the restoration to duty of 
such soldiers who are not found guilty 
of complicity in the affray.

But to the student of govern- 
ment in a community like Andover we 
believe we are stating what will be 
recognized as a truth, that it is not 
so much a question of men, as it is 
the public sentiment behind those 
men that determines the success and 
standing of the town. There was 
never such a need of crystallizing 
public sentiment in one particular 
way as there is at the present time. 
We have endeavored for several 
weeks to. impress upon the voters of 
Andover, the vital importance of the 
coming meeting to the future welfare 
of Andover, without any thought’ of 
being alarmists, or of spreading the 
gospel of niggardly administration of 
public affairs. 

But there comes a time when 
every business corporation must 
study how to conserve all of the in- 
terests involved, and in that conser- 
vation cut down expenses in every 
conceivable way, if continued pros- 
perity is to be secured. That time 
is now come for the corporation 
known as the Town of Andover. It 
has come because for twenty years, 
we have steadily and without break, 
increased our expenditures more rap- 
idly than we have increased our in- 
come. It has come because we have 
been like all other municipalities, con- 
stant in the trend toward extrava- 
gance and wastefulness. It has come 
because fewer individuals have year 


by year taken a part in directing th¢- 


affairs of the town, and so aid in the 
work of making a success of this cor- 
poration. It has come because of the, 
natural extravagance of man, womafi, 
and child, city, town, state, and na- 
tion, which has reached that stage 
where not only in Andover, but every 
where, there must be retrenchment. 

Let the appropriations as recom- 
mended by either the Finance Com- 
mittee or the Selectmen be agreed 
upon at the coming town meeting, 
and the tax rate for next year cannot 
fail to be between 19 and 20 dollars’ 
on the thousand. Let the tax rate’ 
in Andover be increased to twenty 
dollars on the thousand, and we no 
longer have that distinction of 
which we have long boasted, a lower 
tax rate than many other towns of 
the same class. Let the tax rate be 
twenty dollars on the thousand, and 
the hand of Andover that reaches out 
to welcome the stranger within her 
gates, will be exactly like that which 
is extended by a score of towns all 
over New England urging people to 
come from the city to the suburbs for 
residential purposes. 

We have never appealed to the tax 
dodger, who as a tax dodger alone, 
seeks to escape the higher tax rate 
of the city, to make Andover his res- 
idence, and the average citizen will 
rejoice that such is the case. We 
have appealed for new residents to 
come and settle in the town on the 
score of the town’s, beauty and natu- 
ral charm, on its many public im- 
provements, and its fair average 
among the cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth so far as the burden 
of taxes is concerned. We must not 
lose this secure position at this time 
when more people than ever are 
looking to the country town as the 
most desirable place for residence. 
The modern methods of transporta- 
tion are going to bring more and 
more -people of Boston, and other 
large centres to Andover and smaller 
towns, and our citizens are charged 
with the responsibility of making the 
town inviting through a careful pol- 
icy of progressive economy. 

This policy calls for a largely at- 
tended meeting next Monday. It 
calls for a careful study of every need 
of the town by every intelligent cit- 
izen from now until the last appro- 
priation is made. It calls for some 
sacrifice on the part of officials whose 
pride in the conduct of their particu- 
lar departments may lead them to 
wish for improvements this year. It 
calls for calm and deliberate conside- 
ration for every suggested appropria- 
tion, and for action that shall not be 
influenced in the least by any perso- 
nal prejudice. . 

Heeding this\call, we shall find 
that the increase in appropriations 
which represent practically a 50 per 
cent growth in the last ten years, 
may be cut down easily 10 per cent. 
We will find that some departments 
have added new notions that have 
been expensive, and new ideas that 
have become such a drain upon the 
public treasury as to now call for a 
halt. 

There was never such a need in 
Andover as there is today of a united 
effort on the part of every loyal cit- 
izen to bury individual pride and de- 
partment pride, and, working togeth- 
er, hold in check the tendency toward 
that extreme extravagance into which 
we have drifted, and more and more 
each year are drifting.

Are the Schools Running to Fads? 


Is the Highway Depart- 


ment Extravagant 


Highway Expenditures for 10 Years 


‘To the Editor of the Townsman, 


Dear Sir:— 

On Monday next the citizens of 
the Town meet once more to elect 
town officers and to appropriate 
money for their use, in the conduct 
of the affairs of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 

My excuse for writing to you at 
this time is to bring to the attention 
of the voters the fact that it is not 
only important that they should at- 
tend the town meeting this year, but 
doubly important that they should 
use their ballots and their voice on 
all matters with thought and consider- 
ation. 

If all appropriations and requests 
are granted, that have been asked for, 
the sum total when added to last 
years over draft in the highway de- 
partment will give us an amount of 
money to be raised that will bring 
the tax rate perilously close to the 
$20.00 mark. In view of these facts’ 
should not “eccnomy, tempered with 
good judgment” be our motto on 
Monday. 

It seems tc me, also, that there 


is a splendid chance to economize in® 


our highway department this year. 
and great care should be exercised 
in choosing a highway surveyor. We 
should elect a man who not only can 
give us goo? roads, but who can do 
so with the least possible outlay. And 
it should be a amn who understands 
his business from tart to finish if 
it is possible to procure such a one, 
Being interested in the matter of 
economy on our highways, I have 
looked over the expenditures of the 
departmeut for the past 10 years with 
a view of comparing them with the 
expenditures of the current year. 
The result of my efforts has been 
decidedly interesting, so much so 


that I am sending it to you, asking: 
you to place it. before your readers, | 


feeling sure that they will find it as 
interesting as I have. 

The following figures include the 
total cost to the town for money 
spent by the highway surveyor for 
everything excepting snow removal. 
This is not included because it is en- 
tirely dependent upon the ‘weather. 


1899 $15,612 
1900 14,938 
1901 15,163 
1902 13,148 
1903 16,727 
1904 16,280 
1905 14,945 
1906 16,846 
1907 15,844 
1908 22,839 


You will see by this report that the. 
highest year, with the exception of ; 


last year was $16,846 for the year of 
1906 which was Mr. Lovejoy’s last 
year as road surveyor. i 

As Mr.: Lovejoy always seemed to 
give us good value ‘for money ex- 
pended I infer that he must have left 
the roads in fairly good condition 
when he went out of office, which 
conclusion is borne out by the fact 
that Mr. Gould spent $1000 less in 
1907 than Mr. Lovejoy was called 
upon to spend the pear previous. ' 

But when we find that the currént 
year gives ug a highway expense of 
$22,839, making a difference of $5,903 
greater than the largest year and 
$0,691 greater than the smallest year, 
we begin to sit up and wonder a little. 

What the remedy is must be clear 
to every thinking citizen. We must 
elect tme best man from our can- 
didates and place him at the head of 
the department this year and expect 
him to make good. 

There will be a difference of opin- 
ion in regard to who is the best man, 
for us to elect, is that man who has 
had the greatest experience as a road 
builder. 

I believe that Mr. Lovejoy was 
road surveyor for us a great many 
years and always did good work so 
it seems that he should at least be 
a competent man for the position. 
He stands high in the regard of the 
Massachusetts Highway Commission 
and they have taken very great pleas- 
ure in giving him some very satis- 
factory recommendations. 

I believe we are fortunate in having 
Mr. Lovejoy for a candidate the pre- 
sent year.

Editor of the Townsman: 
' Realizing full well the danger of 
being misunderstood and misrepre- 
sented when any one questions or 
critizes the expenditures of the School 
department, yet I know that many 
| of he good people of Andover feel 
that we are not reaping the sound, 
practical results that they have he 
right to expect, and I cannot but 
think that the time has come to call 
a halt, in the constant increase in 
appropriations called for by the de- 
partment each year. 
| One cannot but feel that the econ- 
omy, judgment, and care that should 

e exercised in every department is 
lost-sigth of in the endeavor to “keep 
up with the times”. The word, econ- 
omy when used heré arouses a storm 
of protest, “What, economy in ed- 
ucational matters? Shame! Shame! 
Yet if this is one of the chief corner 
|:stones to success is sneered at by 
ithose in charge of laying the founda- 
, tions of the Gasisade and family life 


“be? 
Are we not at the present time 
, using too much veneer, and paying 
; too little attention to these practical 
' studies, that are necessary o the boy 
, and girl who are, or will be, obliged 
to earn their living, not by their wits, 
but by good, sound business prin- 
_ ciples? Is it necessary that we adopt 
‘every new fad that comes along? 
: Cannot our children get manual train- 
‘ing except at the town’s expense? It 
(may be a good thing to teach our 
_ boys and girls to sew and cook, but 
'I believe. there is “No place like 
home” for-these_things. The mother 
is a far beter teacher than any that 
can be hired, and far more practical. 


As one examines the studies, etc., 
, deemed requisite by our school de- 
| partment of to-day, to properly ed- 
| ucate our children of 1908, he can 
‘not but wonder if they are so much 
| stronger intellectually, and physically, 
{than the business men of to-day, 
| who never had, never desiring these 
| ‘new fads that are deemed ‘so essen- 
; tial at the present time. Let us look 
for a moment at the continual, never 


in appropriations called for, and to 
| this add the assurance of our school 
committee that “it will be more next 
year.” 


| Ten years ago, 1899, there was ap- 
|-propriated $25100, in 1909 the com- 
| mittee want about $39,250, or $14,150 
| more, over 56 per cent increase. Sure- 
ly one of two things must cause this 
enormous increase in expenditures, 
we must have made tremendous gains 
in our population, or else ought to 
be turning out prodigys. Our pop- 
lation is about the same, whether 
of not our scholars are 56 per cent 
better equipped for earning thei rliv- 
ing than the scholars of ten years 
ago, I leave the people to decide.

The man found decapitated and in 
a frightfully mutilated condition Sun- 
day morning on the Boston & Maine 
tracks beyond Methuen was identified 
by means of the trip book found in 
his clothes as Bartley Hynes of 123 
Garden street, this city. The de- 
ceased was a comparatively young 
man, being only 25. years of age and 
was born in- Ireland, having been in 
this country for several years. While 
in this city Mr. Hynes had been em- 
ployed as a fireman at the Champion 
International Paper Company. Mr. 
Hynes left Lawrence early Saturday 
morning bound for Boston and 
had signified his intention of return; 
ing by the theatre train Saturday 
night. Nothing more was heard from 


_him until the tragic discovery Sun- 


day morning. Owing to the com- 
plete demolition of the victim’s head 
and face and the total absence of any 
letters or markings. about his person 
it would have been almost impossible 
to have ever discovered the identity 
of the. unfortunate man save for the 
Boston to Lawrence trip book found 
in his vest pocket. The book bore the 
stamp of Duncan Wood and from Mr. 
Wood’s record the naine and resi- 
dence was finally obtained.

WILL SELL BUILDINGS 


At the meeting of the Essex Agri- 
cultural society in the Town Hall, 
Danvers, Wednesday, to take action 
on the recommendation of the trus- 
tees that the grounds of the society 
in Peabody be sold and the funds in- 
vested, it was voted “That the soci- 
ety sell its real estate situate in the 
town of Peabody and appoint a com- 
mittee with full power to make such 
sale, and execute, sign and deliver a 
deed or deeds of the same in behalf 
of the society.”
